Police reported that Jansen was 
driving east on Delmar and in front 
of 4154 turned sharply to the left 
to avoid hitting an automobile which 
was proceeding east in front of the 
car.

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UTE’ CABANNE DYING 
OF ARTERIO SCLEROSIS 


Doctor Says Hardened Arteries 
Were Induced by ‘Excessive 
Athleticism.”’ 


Lucian Dutilh Cabanne, 46 years 
old, head of the Cabanne Insurance 
Agency Co., and widely known as 
“Dute’ Cabanne, who 20 years ago 
was the leading amateur athlete of 
St. isouis, is near death at his home, 
$515 Berlin avenue, from arterio- 
sclerosis, or hardening of the urte- 
ries. rlope for his recovery has been 
abandoned. 

“Excessive athleticism’’ caused the 

development of arterio-sclerosis in 
Cabanne’s case, according to Dr. 
Amand Ravold, who has treated him 
for severgl years. Dr. Ravold said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter that tae 
effect of Cabanne’s athletic over- 
exertion began to appear nearly 10 
years ago, but that he kept up some 
form of violent exercise until six 
years ago. His lIast athletic work 
was in water polo, in the old Mis- 
souri Athletic Club tank. 
Cabanne’s career as an allround 
athlete and frequent winner of cham- 
pionship began in 1886, when he en- 
tered the swimming contest of the 
Western Association, in which he won 
the championship two years later. He 
distinguished himself as a sprinter 
and boxer, and in 1889 won the all- 
round amateur athletic championship 
of the West. When bicycle racing 
was at its height as a sport, he was 
a leading racer on the L. A. W. cir- 
cuit. 

Mrs. Cabanne was formerly Miss 
Winifred Talcott of Erie, Pa., with 
whom he became acquainted while 
engaged in bicycle racing in the East. 
They have two children. Cabanne 
was the son of the late Sarpy Carr 
Cabanne, and has four brothers and 
four sisters.

32400 FROM BANK 
AT SULLIVAN, MO. 


Bind Three Men, Cut Wires and 
Blow Open Safe in Town 68 © 
Miles West of St. Louis. 


FOUR BLASTS SET OFF 
Hotel Man Fires Shot at Lockout, 
but Misses; $40 Taken 
From Depot Till. 


Four men in an automobile drove 
into Sullivan, Mo., 68 miles west of 
St. at 2 2. today and blew 
open and robbed the safe of the Peo- 
ple’s Bank after binding the Frisco 
station telegraph operator and two 


other men and putting them in a coal 
car. 
After 


Louis, m. 


cutting the telegraph and 
wires, leaving the town 
without means of communication to 
other towns, the robbers stole $2400 
from the bank and $40 from the rail- 
road station. 

After driving into the town, the 
robbers first went to the Bell tele- 
phone office on the main street.near 
the railroad tracks and cut the cable 
leading into the building. 


Three Men Are Bound. 
They were heard by P. E. Gerber, 
ihe night (telephone operator, who 


went dow nstairs to investigate. Whe 
he reached the sidewalk the robbers 
tied. and gagged him. Gerber’s 18- 
year-old son, Ralph, then appeared, 
and they also bound him. They then 
carried the Gerbers to a coal car 
and threw them in it. | 

The robbers next went to the Fris- 
co Railroad depot, where one climbed 
the semiuphore pole and cut the main 
telegraph cable. The other robbers 
entered the station. They tied and 
gagged Walter Edgar, the telegranvh 
operator, ind put him in the coal car 
with the Cerbers 

They robbed the station money 
drawer and went to the bank build- 
ing, forcing open the door. Four 
explosions were necessary to blow 
cpen the sife. One of these aroused 
Joseph Bennett. former proprietor of 
the Bennett Hotel in the same block. 
The hotel is not now in operation. 

Bennett ran downstiars and saw 
an armed ian standing near the 
bank entrance. He fired a revolver at 
this man and missed. He returned 
to his room upstairs and heard three 
more explosions in the bank. The 
last was the loudest. 

Sees Men Run to Auto. 

Sennett saw the four men run 
from the bank, jump into their auto- 
mobile and drive east in the general 
direction of St. Louis. He aroused 
other residents of the town, but an 
hour elapsed before the telegraph 
operator and the two Gerbers were 
found in the coar car. 

The explosions wrecked the safe 
and bank fixtures and shattered the 
front windows. 

Sheriff Gorg, at Union, was told 
that a party of tourists from Chicago 
met the robbers’ machine going at 
high speed ata point known as Death 
Hollow, near the dividing line be- 
tween Franklin and St. Louis Coun- 
ties. The nearest town to this point 
is Gray’s Summit.

“Citizens Can Criticise Law, but No 
Man Has Right to Advise Neighbor 
to Obstruct Execution of Law.”

Court defined free speech. 

“No man,” he said, “has a right to 
carry the liberty of. free speech to a 
point which interferes with the due 
execution of the law, where his op- 
position is not an honest one and is 
actuated wholly by the intention of 
expressing his views. 

“The citizens have a perfect right 
to discuss any measure, they have 
a perfect right to criticise—and it is 
an excellent thing that they have 
such right—the judgments of courts, 
or legislative acts, because’ the 
courts and legislators are not infalli- 
We are all liable to make mis- 
takes. 

“No man has a right to advise his 
neighbor or the public to obstruct 
the execution of the law. That is be- 
yond the liberty of free speech.” — 


BOAT OF SHIP WRECKED JULY 27 
IN ALASKAN WATERS LANDS 


Captain and 16 of Crew of Japanese 
Steamer at Sea Weeks Making for 
Coast of Queen Charlotte Islands. 
VAN COUVER, B. C., Sept. 13.— 

A lifeboat containing Capt. Haruhiko 

Shioga and 16 of the crew of the 

wrecked Japanese steamer Kotohira, 

arrived yesterday at Ikeda _ Bay, 

Queen Charlotte Islands. 

The vessel was wrecked July 27, 
in Alaskan waters, and during all the 
intervening weeks the lifeboat was at 
sea making for this coast. 

The boat was well provisioned, but 
the last stages of the trip left the 
Japanese sailors in a terrible condi- 
tion of privation. The entire party 
will reach Vancouver next week to 
take steamer back to Japan. 

Wireless reports at the time the 
Kotohira Maru was wrecked said 
the crew had left the steamer ina 
lifeboat, and from that time until 
their arrival on the coast no word 
had been heard of them.

TRADING-WITH-THE-ENEMY BILL 
IS RETURNED TO THE HOUSE 


Measure Passé€d by Senate Authorizes 
President to Place Embargo 
on Imports. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—The ad- 
ministration trading-with-the-enemy 
bill passed by the Senate yesterday 
was returned to the House today and 
will be sent to conference because of 
important Senate changes. It already 
had passed the House by unanimous 
vote. . 

Among the provisions is one giving 
the President power to embargo im- 
ports and prohibiting publication of 
war comment in the German lan- 
guage unless accompanied in a paral- 
lel column by a translation in En- 
glish. 

Supplementing the insurance pro- 
visions which would permit enemy 
insurance companies to continue 
operations in this country under 
presidential licenses, but prohibit 
their sending funds abroad, the Sen- 
ate adopted an Amendment by Sen- 
ator Reed giving the President the 
broadest authority over all foreign 
insurance companies, of all descrip- 
tions, enemy, neutral or allied. List- 
ing of securities in this country 
owmed by enemies and appointment 
of an alien custodian to administer 
enemy property subject. to seizure 
are other provisions of the bill. It 
retains authority for licensed use, at 
prices fixed by the President, of ene- 
my patents, copyright and similar 
privileges.

SWEDEN SENT NO 
U.5. MESSAGES 10 
TURKEY UNTIL JULY 


American Interests Had Been 
Taken Over There at Time, 
Minister Morris States. 


TURKEY APPROVED,’ THEN 


Official Text of Stockholm State- 
ment on German Dispatches 


Reaches Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Baron 
Akerhielm, charge of the Swedish le- 
gagion here, today informed Secre- 
tary Lansing hewjiad received the 
statement of the Stockholm Foreign 
Office already published here, on the 
passage of Count Luxburg’s  dis- 
patches through the legation at Bue- 


nos Aires, but that as the depart- 
ment already was in possession of 
that information, he did not consid- 
er it necessary to present it formally. 

Examination of the already pub- 
lished statement reveals some inac- 
curacy. The Swedish Foreign Office 
says it acted in a similar way for the 
United States and its Minister in 
Turkey. 

“The American Minister here,”’ 
said the statement, ‘‘during the pres- 
ent year asked for and received leave 
to send to and from Turkey letters 
and telegrams and this at a time 
when Turkey had not yet gone to 
war with the United States and its 
interests had not yet been taken over 
by the Swedish representative in 
Constantinople.” 

Records at the State Department 
show that Ira Nelson Morris, Min- 
ister to Sweden, has reported that the 
Swedish.

AMENDED SOLDIERS’ INSURANCE 
MEASURE IS PASSED BY HOUSE 


Bill Wins Over Protest of Committee 
in Charge—Bencfits in Coses of 
Officers and Men to Be Same. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—The 
same compensation for dependents of 
officers or enlisted men in death and 
disability cases was provided in an 
amendment to the soldiers’ and sail- 
ors’ insurance bill adopted today by 
the House, over the protest of the 
committee in charge of the measure. 

The bill also was amended to in- 
crease gompensations for all depend- 
ents about 15 per cent. The new 
rates per month adopted were: 

Widow, $35; one child, $45: two 
children, $52.50, and an additional $5 
for each child up to four. 

One motherless child, $20; two, 
$35; three, $45, and $10 additional 
for each child up to five. 

A widowed mother would receive 
$30 a month and no family allow- 
ance would exceed $75 a month. Un- 
der the original draft of the bill the 
compensation for officers’ dependents 
minight go as high as $200 a month. 

An amendment to provide that 
widows marrying soldiers or sailots 
within 10 years after the date of in- 
jury should be entitled to the regular 
compensation also was adopted.

Without debate or “objection, the 
Senate today passed Senator Sha- 
forth’s bill authorizing the Hawalian 
Legislature to give women, who have 
property and othe alifications of 
men, the right to vote\in/territorial 
elections.

Minnehaha, which had made 26 4 
Voyages lLetween 
dan, carrying 16,000 tons of muni- 
tions and supplies on each trip, was 
sunk by a submarine last Friday, a 
short distance off the coast of Ire- 
land, and 50 of her officers and crew 
were lost. 

The Minnehaha, a British vessel, 
left here five weeks ago, delivere. 
her cargo safely in London, and was 
on her way to this port with a small 
quantity of general cargo and a race 
horse valued at $30,000 when sh- 
Was destroved.

Worked Five Days at Stretch. 

“Two of the best engineers in the 
country, who had never before seen 
cach other, were brought to,rether at 
Washington and the probler of pro- 
ducing an all-American engine at 
the earliesi possible moment was pre- 
sented tu them. Their first confer- 
ence, on June 3, lasted from after- 
noon until 2:30 o'clock ir the morn- 
ing.

“An inspiring feature of this work 
was the aid rendered by consulting 
engineers and motor manufacturers 
who gave up their trade secrets under 
the emergency of war needs. Realiz- 


| ing that the new design would be a 


sovernment design and no firm or 


| individual would reap selfish benefit 
| because of its making, the motor 


manufacturers nevertheless patrioti- 
cally revealed their trade secrets and 
made available: trade processes of 
great commercial val The in- 
dustries have also tributed the 
services of approximately 200 of their 
best draftsmen. 

“The two engineers locked together 
in a hotel room in this city promised 
the Government ifygiven an oppor- 
tunity they would design a sattsfac- 
tory engine before a working model 
could be brought from Europe. 

“A remarkable American engine 
was actually produced three weeks 
before any model could have been 
brought from Europe. It was prom- 
ised that this engine would‘ be de- 
veloped before the Fourth of July. 


| Twenty-eight days after the draw- 
_ings were started the new engine was 
| set up. 


This was on July 3. 
Rushed to Washington. 

“In order to have the engine In 
Washington and in actual running 
order at the nation’s capital on Inde- 
pendence day the perfected engine 
was sent from a western city in a 
special express car. The journey was 
made in 21 hours and four young 
men guarded the engine en rotte to 
Washington and personally attended 
to its transfer from one railroad to 
another. 

“With the need for speed as an in- 
centive, tools for building the first 
engine were made even before the 
ere finished, on the as- 
sumption that they would be cdrrect.

Department of Agricul 
ture advises you to do it this way: 


Salt Pickled Cucumbers. 
(In Brine.) 

Water-tight kegs or crocks may be used to 
hold pickled cucumbers. 

Wash thoroughly and steam the kegs or 
crocks. Do not use any yellow or pitch pine 
containers. 

WW 488 the cucumbers. 

On the bottom of the con- 
tainer place a layer of dill and a 
handful of mixed spice. 

Pack the container full of small 
cucumbers. 

Add a top layer of dill and spice. 

Pour over enough weak brine to 
cover the cucumbers. 

Cover with a cheesecloth and a 
clean board cover. 

Place upon the board cover a clean 
stone weight sufficiently heavy to 
hold the cucumbers beneath the sur- 
face of the brine. 

Leave in a warm .room until fere 
mentation is completed and no bu- 
bles rise to the surface, when the 
receptacle is tapped gently. 

Skim off any scum found during 
fermentation. 

Store receptacle in a cool place, 

Cover the top of the brine with 
hot paraffin to form an air-tight 
surface. 

If the paraffine becomes broken, 
remove, remelt and replace.
